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Following are highlights of H.R. 19151; 


Deterrence of illegal immigration. Title I of H.R. 
1915 would increase the number of Border Patrol 
agents by 1,000 per year from 1996 to 2000, or an 
increase of 5,000 by the end of the decade, and would 
require that the new agents be deployed in each border 
area according to the level of illegal entries in that 
area. 


H.R. 1915 would also increase the number of 
support personnel by 800 for 1996; require the INS io 
install physical barriers and construct roads to deter 
undocumented crossings, and provide funding for such 
barriers; and allow for a waiver of the Endangered 
Species Act in order to quickly complete construction 
on these new projects. 


Title I would also provide for more border security 
equipment and technology, and improve the border 
crosser identification card through use of a biometric 
identifier such as a fingerprint. 


Title I of H.R. 1915 would also establish several 
pilot programs. The first of these would seek to deter 
multiple illegal entries, and may include initiatives 
such as intérior repatriation or third country 
repatriation. A second program would authorize the 
use of closed military bases for detaining inadmissible 
or deportable aliens. Both of these programs would be 
authorized for up to two years. 


Another pilot project authorized for six months 
would collect departure records for all aliens feaving 
the U.S. and match them to records of aliens ammiving 


in the U.S. Within two years of implementing the

program, the Attornéy General must report on_the 
nimbe rds collécted and on the estimated cost 
of establishing a system to verity that_tourists, 
students, and other nonimmuigrants leave the Country 
when their authorized periods of stay expire.

The bill would also render ineligible for most 
illegally, as_well as those who had overstayed their 
‘period of admission. Aliens who entered illegally also 
would be deemed applicants for admission, and thus 
would have a status similar to that of aliens arriving at 


a port of entry—i.e., they would have to prove that 
they are entitled to be admitted to the U.S. 


Title WI would increase the standards for detaining 
aliens during and after removal proceedings and for 
removing aliens at the completion of proceedings. 


The bill would create a single, strcamlined removal 
proceeding to replace the current separate exclusion and 


deportation proceedings, and would provide for a single 


avenue of al to a U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Tt would also allow the INS to remove alicns ruled 
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inadmissible from the U.S. pending their appeals. 
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
